He 
explained that he had thought he 
was to be rushed right through a 
trial yesterday when he arrived at 
the jail here, 

Hickman told a newspaper man 
last night that he was hoping that 
he would get a life sentence In- 
stead of death. 

Hickman declared he had no in- 
tention of pleading not guilty to 
-the charges of murder and kidnap- 
ing on which he has been indicted. 

‘T'l plead guilty and stand by 
my confession regardless of what 
this Kansas City attorney engaged 
by my mother advises me to do,” 
he , said. 

Soon after his arrival at the fail 
Hickman was taken into court for 
arraigmment on the murdér and 
kidnaping charges. On motion of 
District Attorney Keyes, who told 
the court he had been advised thet 
an attorney retained by Hickman’'s 
mother in Kansas City to defend 
him was en route here. the ar- 
raignment was postponed until 
Thursday. 

Plea of Not Guilty Expected. 

Despite Hickman’s denial, mem- 
bers of the District Attorney's of- 
fice said they would not be sur- 
prised if Hickman pleaded not 
guilty when the time came for his 
arraignment.

He reiterated a previously ex- 
pressed desire to meet Perry M: 
Parker, the father of his victim, 
face to face. 

“Tf Mr. Parker wants to see me 
and talk with me, I'll see him and 
talk with him,” he said. “I have 
nothing to hide. I will tell him 
everything in detail—just as I told 
it in my oonfession.” 

Hickman confessed the killing | 
without any promise of immunity, 
Chief of Detectives Herman H. 
Cline said. 

The slayer decided to confess af- 
ter being questioned for five hours 
Sunday morning on the train car- 
rying him to Los Angeles from 
Pendleton. CQline said Hickman 
concluded he would “adopt the 
Leopold and Loeb program,” in 
which the slayers of Bobby Franks 
pleaded guilty at Chicago. Leo- 
pold and Loeb were given life 
terms. 

On Monday morning Hickman 
wrote in long hand a 19-page con- 
fession of the slaying and six pages 
outlining his motive, Cline assert- 
ed. The slayer had asked only, he 
added, that a copy of his confes- 
sion be placed in the hands of the 
Judge in’ his case. 


Wanted to Be a Minister. 


The youth’s ambition to be a 
minister and his desire to learn 
to play a stolen $350 trombone 
both are detailed in his conver- 
sations with Los Angeles officers 
and newspaper reporters while eu 
route here.

Every person in St. Louis is es-| 


timated to have breathed 1% 
ounces Of soot Christmas Day in 
“black Christmas” did 
the most extensive smoke damage

Sulphur fumes caused most of | 
the leaf damage at the garden, al- 
though constant deposits of soot in 
time will kill any but the hardiest 


plants—and have killed most of the 
evergreens at the garden. The 
fumes, which by combination with 
moisture in the air contain free sul- 
phuric acid, “burn” leaves exactly 
like n overdose of hydrocyanic 
gas, George H. Pring, horticulturist, 
explained. 

Virtually all the shrubs in green- 
houses except the palms, with their 


heavy, hard foliage, were affected.. 


“Burnt” leaves which did not fall 
will have to be cut off, all, he said, 
with ultimate damage to the plant. 
Begonia leaves were attacked at 
the stem and fell, while leaves of 
the cineraria withered completely 
or curled up at the edges. All ex- 
cept 200 of 2000 cineraria plants in 
one greenhouse were ruined. 

As Pring passed a young Mis- 
souri “‘cedar’’—really a juniper— 
in the huge concrete vases beside 
the plaza lily pools, he ran his hand 
over the foliage and exhibited it, 
black with soot. 

“These evergreens were brought 
ir from Gray's Summit a month 
ago,” he said. “They will scarcely 
last through the spring.” 

Forced to Open Extension. 

City smoke, as most St. Louisars 
know, has forced the institution, 
supported entirely by the benevo- 
lence of the late Henry Shaw, to 
establish a 160U-acre 
Gray’s Summit, 49 miles from 
Louis and city conditions, 
greens, orchids and other easily 
affected plants are grown out 
there. When the thousands of rare 
orchid plants in the garden col- 
lection were transferred to the 
country greenhouses, it was found 
necessary to give each a scrubbing 
with fine-grained earth to remove 
the soot.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—Elden C. 

DeWitt, 72-year-old president of 
k. C. DeWitt & Co., drug and pro- 
prietary medicine firm, who died 
last August leaving a fortune esti- 
mated at $85,000,000, was named 
yesterday in a $500,000 sult against 
the estate as the maker of one 
of the strangest agreements ever 
cited in a medico-legal action.

Back of this alleged agreement, 
Mrs. Brearton sets forth eight 
years of physical and mental an- 
guish since she voluntarily sub- 
mitted to the experiment. The man 
who built an immense fortune 
through the patent medicine busi- 
ness is not accused of malicious 
intent, but of failing in his efforts 
to cure the “infectious disease.” 

History of the Case. 

The history of the case as told 
by Mrs. Brearton is that she first 
met DeWitt in 1903 when she was 
11 years old. Her father, S. J. 
Gibison of Wyoming, Ia., had suf- 
fered a broken back in a railroad 
wreck, but lived. Physicians and 
persons interested in medica] sci- 
ence came from all over the United 
States to see him. 

Among the visitors, says Mrs. 
Brearton. was DeWitt. She did 
not see him again until 1919, when 
she came to New York from the 
Yukon. At that time, she says. 
she was in robust health and had 
hunted game in Alaska and was 2 
member of a curling team there. 

She met DeWitt here, she as- 
serts, to tell him of her father’s 
complete recovery. He expressed 
great interest in it, she says, and 
also in herself as a possible sub- 
ject for experimentation. He told 
her he wanted a woman free from 
any hereditary taint, who had been 
a mother, and who was in excellent 
health, to aid him in obtaining a

“Tf you agree to give up your 
family, friends and work and place 
yourself wholly under my supervi- 
sion and control so I may cure 
you, I will pay you $1000 a month 
during your lifetime.” 

Mrs. Brearton has been married 
to James Brearton, a former In- 
fantry Captain in the American Ex- 
peditionary Force, who was wound- 
ed tn action in October, 1919. She 
says she accepted DeWitt’s propo- 
sal and that when he went to Palm 
Beach with Mrs. DeWitt that 
month she also went. This trip was 
to rest her so she might take treat- 
ment abroad, she says. 

While at Palm Beach, Mrs. 
Brearton says, she typed at De- 
Witt’s request, the following agree- 
ment which he signed and gave to 
her in the presence of Dr. Abel 
Gorfain, this city, on Feb. 15, 1926:

. ascended from. some in the crowd 
as “The Spirit of St. Louis” started. 

About 1000 persons watched 
Lindbergh's departure. 

Seven Mexican army planes took 
off immediately after Lindbergh, 
five to escort him about 50 miles 
and two to accompany him to the 
Guatemalan border. 

When Lindbergh came to the 
field he was dressed in a dark 
business suit. He put his flying 
suit over this. He shook hands 
with Dwight W. Morrow, American 
Ambassador, Mrs. Morrow, mem- 
bers of the embassy staff and a 
group of Mexican army aviators. 
Smiling, he said good-by to each 
one of them. 

Mrs. Lindbergh, the embassy 
party and Mexican officials stood 
on the field eagerly watching the 
Spirit of St. Louis until it disap- 
peared. Then Mrs. Lindbergh and 
Mr. and Mrs. William B. Stout en- 
tered the cabin of the Ford plane. 
Ambassador and Mrs. Morrow and 
members of the embassy staff bade 
them farewell there. 

Gen. Caloca, commandant of the 
flying field, was present as the 
personal representative of President 
Calles and said good-bye to the 
flyer for the President. Lindbergh 
had bid the President good-bye 
personally yesterday afternoon. 

Faces Perilous Route. 


A route fraught with peril over 
a mountainous region with virgin 
forests, some perhaps never pene- 
trated by civilized man lay be- 
fore Lindbergh for the first lap of 
his 3000-mile flight through Cen- 
tral America, 

A two-day stop is planned at 
Guatemala, then Lindbergh will 
again take the air for Belize, Brit- 
ish Honduras, 250 miles away. 
There no airplane has ever landed, 
although American seaplanes have 
landed twice in the harbor. In 
Belize, it was stated that, if Lind- 
bergh could not land, since no 
field is available, he would at least 
fly over the capital. 

Food supplies for the Mexico 
City-Guatemala hop included 
drinking water, a few sandwiches 
and army emergency rations. A 
duffle bag stuffed with clothes and 
a leather hand bag with toilet 
articles, shirts and underwear 
made up the baggage. 

The gasoline supply was set at 
100 gallons by Lindbergh, who con- 
sidered this would give him a re- 
serve of several hours over the 
maximum flying time—9 hours. 

It was thought this was a con- 
siderable load for a heavy plane 
to lift in taking off in the thin air 
of Mexico City’s high altitude—a 
mile and a half above sea level. 

Bids Calles Good-Bye. 

Lindbergh paid a farewell call 
on President Calles yesterday and 
told the President, through an in- 
terpreter, that in saying farewell 
he wanted Calles to know how 
much he liked Mexico and her peo. 
ple, and how much he appreciated 
the President’s honors, courtesies 
and kindnesses and those of the 
Mexican Government. 

Calles took the flyer’s hand firm. 
ly.. He looked steadily into Lind- 
bergh’s eyes for a moment and 
then a tender, expression swept 
over the ordinarily stern face of 
Mexico’s President. 

“Adios,” the President. said, 
“Mexico admires and loves you. 
Your visit has meant much to us. 
Good luck and good-bye.” 

He gave Lindbergh an embrace 
in the Mexican fashion. patting 
him affectionately upon the back. 

“Good luck and adios,” Callies 
repeated. 

“Thank you,” said Lindbergh. 
He shook the President's hand and 
departed. s 


Length of Various Trips. 


In announcing that he estimated 
from his study of maps in connec- 
tion with the flight that he would 
travel 675 miles before he reached 
Guatemala City, Lindbergh also 
furnished the calculations he had 
made on the cther legs of his jour- 
ney. 

Compared with the first hop, the 
other flights on his tour will be 
short. Lindbergh calculates the 
airline distances between Guato- 
mala City and Belize as 250 miles, 
from Belize to San Salvador as 260, 
to Tegucigalpa 140, to Managua 
150, to San Jose 210, and to Pan- 
ama City 320. 

Lindbergh extends thanks and 
farewell to the Mexican people 
through the newspapers. 

“I have enjoyed my visit to Mex- 
{co very much,” he said. “It has 
been most pleasant fin every way. 
I want to thank the Mexican peo- 
ple and Government for the way 
they have received me.”

Carden and Herd based their 


claim, which was $447,000 original- 
ly, On a contract with Thompson 
relating to the raising and recon- 
ditioning of the derelict oil tanker 
Gut Heil, which sank in the Mis- 
sissippi near Baton Rouge, La. 
Thompson received $700,000 from 
the Government for the steamer. 
An additional $580,733 was allowed 
his estate by the Federal Court of 
Claims after his death, but has not 
been paid, as Congress has not ap- 
propriated the money. 

In their suit, Carden and Herd 
alleged they held a contract with 
Thompson by which they were to 
have a half interest in the enter- 
prise, and that they were to ar- 
range for the sale or lease of the 
ship. They say they negotiated the 
sale of the ship for $1,500,000, but 
that Thompson refused to ratify 
the deal. The amount for which 
they sued represents lar-ely the 
profit they would have made if the 


jcontract had been carried out. They 


charged breach of contract by 
Thompson. - 

The estate made counter claims 
against the two amounting to $1,- 
047,626, but the Court reduced 
this by deducting amounts re- 
ceived and held by Thompson. 

The Court held that both sides 
had committed a breach of the 
contract and said that in the 
event that Carden and Herd made 
payments and fulfilled obligations 
imposed on them by the contract 
they would be in a position to 
claim the benefits of the contract. 
It was shown that the amount of 
their money investment, about 
$52,000, had been returned to 
them by Thompson.

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U.S. CAVALRY UNITS 
70 BE REORGANIZED 


Every Regiment to Have Own 
Machine Gun Troop After 
Feb. 1. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, De. 25.—Ali reg- 


ular army cavalry regiments will 
be reorganized to increase by one- 
third the machine gun and rifle 
fire power of the mounted units. 
he order will become effective 
eb. 1. Mounted regiments will be 
changed as the Thirteenth Cavalry 
; at Fort Riley, which recently was 
regrouped in a test of the new 


theory. 
The order provides each cavalry 
regiment with a machine gun troop 


and abolishes the present brigade 
machine gun squadrons .~d service 
troops. Each machine gun troop 
will be equipped with eight in- 
stead of four guns now assigned to 
each machine gun squadron, 


The order also calls for assign 
ment to cavalry regiments for the 
first time of motorized transport 
vehicles. Each regiment is allot- 
ted three motor trucks and three 
cross-country cars and the number 
of horse-drawn escort wagons .s 
reduced from 21 to 15 and the 
number of spring wagons from 12 
to 6. 

The cavalry has two machine 
gun brigade squadrons and one ma- 
chine gun troop, the latter a part 
of the Philippine Scouts. The first 
squadron is at Fort Clark, Tex.. 
and the second at Fort Bliss, Tex. 
As compared to the present total of 
eight machine gun troops or four 
guns each, the new organization 
provides for 14 machine gun 
troops of eight guns each. 

One troop -f the first machine 
gun squadron will be attached to 
the Fifth Cavalry at Fort Clark, 
ons govs to the First Cavalry, 
Camp Marf:, Tex., another to te 
Twelfth Cavalry at Fort Brown, 
Tex., while th4 squadron headquar- 
ters will be absorbed into the First 
Cavalry division organization. 

In breaking up the Second Ma- 
chine Gun Squadron, one troop 
goes to the Seventh Calvary and 
another to the Eighth Calvary at 
Fort Bliss and one to the Tenth 
Cavalry at Fort Huachuca, Ariz. 
The machine gun troop in the 
Philippines will become part of the 
Twenty-sixth Cavalry. 

To provide the other necessary 
machine gun troops, Troops C orG 
in each regiment will be converted 
into a machine gun force. A simi- 
lar reorganization of National 
Guard cavalry is anticipated by 
War Department officials.

DEMOCRATS GAINED 178,319 IN 
NEW YORK CITY SINCE 1923 


Republican Registration Has Fall- 
_en Off by 9761 During 

That Time. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 

the increase in population of New 
York City, the Republican enroll- 
ment has fallen off since 1923. 
This became known yesterday when 
Chief Clerk Cohen of the Board of 
Elections made public the regis- 


tration preceding the last election. 
Only those who are enrolled will 
be entitled to vote next spring in 
the primaries for the selection of 
district delegates to the national 
conventions of both parties. 

In four years the Democrats 
gained 178,319, while the Repub- 
licans last $761. This loss must be 
attributed to the men, for the 
women of the party increased their 
enrollment by 10,273, about half 
the number by which the men fell 
away.

ator Gerald P. Nye, insurgent Re- 
publican of North Dakota, told 
members of Delta Beta Phi at the 
fraternity’s golden jubilee dinner 
in the Hotel McAlpin last night. 

The Senator cited internal rev- 
enue bureau figures to show that 
one fourth of 1 per cent of the 
420,000 corporations In the United 
States in 1926 made 66 per cent 
of the total corporation profit of 
$7,500,000,000. Some 200,000 cor- 
porations made no profit at all in 
1926, he asserted. 

Agriculture, Senator Nye con- 
tinued, was in a worse state. Again 
citing Government figures, he said 
that in 1926 the 29 per cent of the 
American people who lived on 
farms earned only 8 per cent of 
the national income, In 16.years, 
he added, farm debts in the United 
States have increased from $4,0900,- 
000,000 to $12,000,000,000. Since 
1918 the number of farm owners 
has decreased 80,000, the Senator 
said, while the number of farm 
tenants has increased. In his own 
State in 1910 there were 44,000 
farm owners and 10,000 tenants; 
in 1925 there were 26,000 farm 
owners and 26,000 tenants. - 

Senator Charles Curtis of Kan- 
sas is likely to show surprising 
strength in the Republican con- 
yention of 1928, according to the 
view of Senator Nye, in an inter- 
view. 

Senator Nye is supporting Sen- 
ator George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
who he holds is most likely to sat- 
isfy the Progressive group. S8en- 
ator Nye said, however, the Pro- 
gressives were getting a little tired 
of supporting candidates who 
never had more than an outside 
chance, and that from a political 
standpoint, he thought it possible 
they would accept Senator Curtis, 
Vice President Dawes and ex-Gov- 
ernor Lowden. 

Senator Nye said the Democrats 
of North Dakota would support 
Senator Reed of Missouri in the 
Democratic National Convention. 

“So far as my own State is con- 
cerned.” he said, “I should re- 
gret the nomination of Gov. Smith. 
The State ‘s dry. Seventy per cent 
of the population are’ Lutherans, 
and you can’t down religious preju- 
dice. The Ku Kiux Kian would 
sweep through the State.”

Watch Out 
For Winter 


ATCH out for winter, is the 
W eavice of Ruth F. Wadsworth, 

celebrated woman physician, 
in an article.in the current issue of 
Collier’s Weekly, giving the latest 
findings of medical science for the 
care of health during the cold sea- 
son, whether it be dry or damp. 

Stating that lighting, heating and 
cleaning the house are just as im- 
portant as personal hygiene, Dr. 
Wadsworth gives the following rec- 
ommendations for clothing, diet, 
exercise and rest as important 
items in the fight to keep well 
through the winter: 

“Clothing in winter should be 
regulated by the thermometer. 
There is much more danger of 
dressing too warmly than there is 
of wearing too few clothes. 

“We were not meant to perspire 
much in.winter, and unless the 
clothes we wear in heated houses 
are nearly as light in weight as 
summer outdoor clothes, we will 
perspire most of the time. 

“May a woman wears a fur coat 
because she owns one on days when 
she would be better off without 
one. Many poor people take cold 
no* because they haven’t enough 
clothing but because they feel they 
must wear all the clothes they own 
in winter, all the time. 

“Food in winter serves a double 
function: It supplies us with ener- 
gy and with the heat (or some of 
it) necessary to keep our bodies at 
a temperature of 98.6 degrees, no 
matter what the temperature is 
outside our bodies. Therefore, it 
is obvious that we need more food 
in winter, and rather different food 
than we need in summer. Al] we 
have to do, really, is to copy the 
habit of the Eskimo, push the meat 
and the fat in our diet. Bacon for 
breakfast, butter on our bread and 
meat twice a day is a rational] diet 
in cold weather, provided we don’t 
forget the eternal minimum of 
roughage and vegetables. Nature 
has provided us with better appe- 
tites in winter, and for her own 
very good reason. 

“Exercise: If we were true hi- 
bernating animals we should not 
have to consider exercise for kerep- 
ing fit in winter. But we are in- 


doors most of the time, to be sure, 
but we do not curl up in a corner 
and sleep. Also, we have good ap- 
petites. 

“Walking, after all, is the easiest 
way out—walking to the office in 
the morning or for a mile or two 
at the lunch hour. And this means 
proper shoes, light clothes and in- 
difference to weather conditions. 
But the reward is a tingling en- 
joyment of the cold rather than a 
shuddering dread of it. 

“Rest and Sleep: Instead of re- 
sponding to the short days and 
long nights of winter by 
our working day short and
